We  were  the  real  Jackson — the 
students.  We  were  prompted  in  all 
we  did  by  the  idea  of  setting  tradi- 
tions and  patterns  for  years  to  come. 
There  were  records  that  had  to  be 
made  in  the  scholastic,  social,  and 
athletic  fields.  It  was  we,  in  the  be- 
ginning, who  had  to  make  them.

Some  of  our  happiest  moments  were 
before  classes  began,  for  those  on  early  buses  had  time  to  "promenade"  the  halls  and  greet  friends. 
But  happiest  of  all  were  the  moments  at  the  end  of  the  day.

Our  classrooms  and  labs,  though 
not  completely  furnished  at  first, 
were  quiet  and  well-lighted.  We 
soon  became  accustomed  to  the  sys- 
tem of  red,  green,  and  amber  lights 
instead  of  bells  to  dismiss  class;  we 
marveled  at  the  new  equipment  as 
it  arrived;  we  took  advantage  of 
opportunities  in  individual  science 
research. 

Such  classes  as  physical  educa- 
tion and  vocational  shops  were  un- 
able to  carry  on  normal  programs 
until  second  semester  when  facili- 
ties were  completed.

"REMEMBER,  the  change  in  y  over  the  change  in  x  equals  the  slope  of  the  equation.  To  deter- 
mine the  y-intercept,  you  substitute  into  the  standard  equation."  To  most  students  at  Jackson  this 
might  as  well  be  said  in  Greek,  but  to  the  students  of  Mr.  Bendit's  Algebra  II  class,  it  is  the 
usual  conversation. 


Math  had  different  meanings  and 
memories  to  the  various  Jackson 
students.  To  the  loyal  followers  of 
"Algebra  Book  One"  it  meant  literal 
numbers,  formulas,  equations, 
signed  numbers,  exponents,  poly- 
nomials, graphs,  radicals,  and 
linear  and  quadratic  equations.  Al- 
gebra students  were  studying  to  pro- 
vide the  foundation  in  mathematics 
they  needed  to  enter  fields  of  engi- 
neering, science,  or  medicine. 

And  then  there  are  those  who 
have  explored  between  the  covers  of 
Algebra  Book  Tivo.  Math  makes 
them  think  of  functional  relations, 
ratios,  proportions,  variations,  imag- 
inaries,  determinants,  permutations, 
inequalities,  and  mathematical  in- 
ductions. 

To  the  student  of  Plane  Geometry, 
math  was  reasoning.  It  was  the  study 
of  size  and  shape,  deductive  proof, 
the  use  of  assumptions,  definitions, 
and  undefined  terms.

Not  only  do  the  students 
take  shorthand  notes  but  they  must  also  translate  them  and  type  them  as  well.  Although  short- 
hand takes  a  lot  of  time  and  concentration,  it  pays  off  later. 


Business  Courses  Teach  Marketable  Skills 


Besides  preparing  secretaries  and 
stenographers  for  future  careers,  our 
business  department  offered  an  op- 
portunity for  college  bound  students 
to  learn  typing  or  notehand.

The  industrial  arts  department  at 
Jackson  has  unlimited  potential.  In 
machine  processes  boys  learned  to 
operate  metal  lathes  and  work  with 
sheet  metal.  Auto  mechanics  started 
with  study  of  motors  and  other  parts 
and  by  spring  the  students  were 
working  on  cars.  Woodshop  boys 
became  efficient  in  using  sloyd 
knife,  scratch  awl  and  other  mark- 
ing tools  and  in  operating  wood 
lathes  and  radial  saws. 

Boys  explored  drafting:  mechani- 
cal and  architectual  ensjineering  and 
the  graphic  arts  with  multilith  and 
other  printing  equipment,  book 
binding,  and  silk  screening.  Shops 
and  also  home  economics  are  geared 
not  merely  for  vocational  training 
but  for  developing  skills  which  may 
provide  lifetime  enjoyment.

Dear  Reader, 

Preparing  this  first  Jacksonian  has  been  a  new  ex- 
perience for  almost  everyone  concerned  with  it.  Coming 
into  an  unfinished  school  with  no  class  period  available 
for  us  to  work  together  as  a  staff,  we  faced  many  of 
the  same  problems  encountered  by  the  athletic  teams. 
Although  we  were  new  in  journalism  and  frustrated  by 
delay  in  the  organizing  of  dozens  of  new  activities,  the 
publisher's  relentless  deadlines  kept  us  grinding  out 
pages  and  learning  to  like  it. 

The  Newsfoto  representative,  Mr.  Dick  Kennard  of 
Indianapolis,  was  invaluable  in  giving  us  confidence  and 
getting  us  off  to  a  good  start.  We  appreciate,  especially, 
his  work  last  summer  to  set  up  the  color  picture — the 
architect's  drawing  of  Jackson — on  the  end  sheets  of  the 
book.  We  are  indebted  also  to  Mr.  Ray  Dobbs,  who  took 
most  of  the  faculty  and  group  pictures  and  developed 
and  printed  all  our  film.  Since  this  was  his  first  year  as 
a  school  photographer,  the  work  he  did  for  us  involved 
considerable  expense  and  time-consuming  experimenta- 
tion on  his  part. 

Faculty  members  were  cooperative  in  letting  student 
photographers  take  pictures  in  their  classrooms  and 
labs.  The  English  teachers  allowed  individual  pictures 
to  be  taken  during  their  class  periods.  Business  men  and 
women  of  the  community  showed  their  faith  in  us  by 
using  our  pages  to  advertise  their  products  and  services. 
We  thank  all  these  people. 

Most  important  of  all  is  the  interest  shown  by  you, 
the  Reader.  Without  you,  our  work  would  have  no  pur- 
pose. This  is  a  book  of  some  historical  significance — a 
pictorial  account  of  Jackson's  beginning.  The  colorful 
climax  of  this  first  year,  the  dedication  week  at  the  end 
of  April,  could  not  be  included  in  a  book  which  came 
out  in  May.  Full  coverage  of  the  dedication  activities  will 
be  in  the  1966-67  Jacksonian.  This  is  a  promise;  for 
we,  the  present  staff,  will  form  the  nucleus  of  next  year's 
staff.  Now  seasoned  journalists,  we  welcome  the 
opportunity!
